^Island; r)th, in South America, Fronch

, ;Mr. I'limsoll, iu addressing a large 
meeting at Derby, last pight, dealt 
Bpccially with tho subject of deck- 
loading.

■ On tho 9th inst., Mr. Eyfe, who is 
acting as agont iu Liverpool to Mr. 
PlimsoU, despatched a telegram to the 
t^ueen, asking her to command the 
President of the Board of Trade to 
detain tho ship Wild Hose, on the 
ground that 29 of her crew havo de- 
clared her to bo uuseaworthy. Ho also 
prayed her Majesty to command the 
release of the crow, who he states are 
wrongfully imprisoned, not having 
been allowed tho protection of tho 
TJnsoaworthy Ships Act of 1875. Next 
day ho roceivod the following tele 
gf ani: "Osborne, Jan. 10, 1876— ^Ptom 
the i'rivate Secretary, Osborne ,• to Mi^ 
Curgill Eyfo, 18.\, Castle street, Liv- 
erpool. Your telegram hus, by tho 
Quoou's conuunud, been referred to 
tho Board of Trade." The followin 
telegram was then desimtchod to hor 
Majesty: "From Thomas Gargill Fyfo, 
18A, South Castle street, Liverpool, 
to her Most Gracious Majesty, tho 
Queen, Oriboruo. May it pleaso your 
Most Gracious Majesty — Tho shij: 
Wild Rose. sailed; yesterday, but on 
your Most .Graoioijis. Majesty's com- 
mand, can be caught by a man-of-war 
before sho drowns all on board."
